Claims 1 , 6-9and 14-19 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated by 
Zumeris. Zumeris in figure 14A, 14B (see also column 13 lines 24-47) teaches a 
piezoelectric motor #1 72 that rotates a threaded output shaft #1 68 which is couple to 
a carrier #160 that is guided for linear movement along the axis of rotation of threaded 
shaft #168 by guided member #162. An object (lens for an optical reader) is contained 
in the area #164 of the carrier. A standard feedback servo loop including a position 
indicator #68 is shown in figure 5. 

Cclaims 1-19 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Ziegler. Ziegler, 
as shown by figures 2A, 2B and 3 (as summarized in the abstract) teaches a 
piezoelectric motor(best shown in figure 3) which uses "jaws" to produce a rotation and 
linear translation of the threaded output shaft and moves a carrier which in turn 
positions an object. 

Ddue to the application of new prior art, the above rejections are NOT made final.
